We do not contend that all material writ- 
ten in sale reports, show reports, etc., is pro- 
phetic, but it is interesting to look back upon 
what was said in the past.

“Creekland Lancer x — This is a show 
bull, perfect in style and balance, with great 
depth of body, short legs and a grand head. 
His dam was reserve champion at the 1952 
Indiana State show and sale, and her sire, 
Hilldale Collynie 8th x was an International 
reserve champion. Louada Developer adds 
the blood of the famous Kirkton Baronet. 
This should be a great breeding bull.” 


In the report of this sale that followed 
in the April 15, 1955 issue of The Shorthorn 
World it was said... 


“The real eye stoppers, and what folks 
had traveled hundreds of miles to see, were 
the Creekland bulls. These burly youngsters 
were stalled in newly built pens near the 
parking area. It was difficult to leave this 


group to see the rest of the cattle. Jim Mc- 
Lean, Snowdoun, Alabama, was lending a 
hand with these bulls and the crowd almost 
wore him out with requests that this one, 
then that one be paraded. 


“On few occasions has the writer seen a 
May calf more pleasing than Creekland Lan- 
cer. To paint a word picture of him would 
be to describe the near-perfect calf. He 
had tremendous width and depth of quar- 
ter, a level low flank, great quality of hide 
and hair coat. He is short coupled, yet pos- 
sesses ample size and grand depth. He 
stands squarely on short, sturdy legs, and 
has a grand head. 


“This bull started the sale and quickly 
passed the $1,500 mark. In the running 
were R. R. Johnston, Dancy, Alabama; Herb 
Weber, representing Landen Farms, Foster, 
Ohio; James McLean; and Paul Teegardin, 
representing Oakwood Farms, Ashville, Ohio. 
The final bid of $2,050 was placed by Tee- 
gardin, who saw the bull for what he was 
and backed up his judgement.” 


In a later comment on this purchase the 
same writer said, “Of all those present at 
the Creekland sale, who could have used 
this bull, Paul Teegardin was perhaps in the 
strongest position with herd bulls at home. 
It is a clear example that any leader who 
wants to stay that way never can afford to 
stand pat when he sees an opportunity.” 


We do not claim super-judgement and we 
recognize that the purchase of such a bull 
is mingled with a lot of luck. Maybe we 
were just in the right mood that day — but 
we try to stay in a receptive mood towards 
herd improvement at all times. In breeding 
one must always maintain the long range 
outlook. 1954 was not a year of rising cattle 
prices. The peak came along in about 1953 
and prices were on a downward trend at the 
time we bought Lancer. No long range 
breeding program can be built solely upon 
the optimism that all have at the peak points 
of cattle price ranges.

Some of the Oakwood Story... 


To help new breeders avoid the costly mistake made by Oakwood 
in the beginning of our herd we relate the following story: 


POLLED Shorthorns came to Oakwood in 

1914, when we purchased a modest founda- 
tion of two cows (both with heifer calves) and 
a young bull. Each year, a small addition was 
made —all from the same source. 


By 1919 we made our first show at the 
Ohio State Fair with a show herd of four 
head. We were quite heartened to carry off one 
first and one second against the seasoned show- 
men of the day. In 1920 we made a circuit of 
five state fairs, meeting reasonable success at 
each. However, at the conclusion of this cir- 
cuit we were becoming aware that something 
was missing ... just what it was we didn’t 
know. Apparently, breeders became interested 
in our winners. However, as we proudly pre- 
sented our pedigrees, their enthusiasm would 
wane! Usually they left to “think it over” and 
usually never returned! 


We shall be forever grateful to J. H. 
Martz, Secretary of The Polled Shorthorn So- 
ciety, on the occasion of his first visit to Oak- 
wood. Very kindly he reviewed our herd and 
our operations. He felt he had no choice, but 
to tell us the truth. He liked our cattle as in- 
dividuals but unfortunately every pedigree was 
of unknown and unheralded ancestry. We had 
found the answer to why breeders had left to 
“think it over” and forever not returned. 
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The ultimatum was—we had to start 
over. 


The cost of this first experience was dear 
in both dollars and years. The disappointments 
were great. We resolved to pursue the desire 
to breed Polled Shorthorns and this time to lay 
the foundation with care. 


We were exacting. The animals bought 
were good individuals; that was comparatively 
easy. However, we were critical of their breed-

ing, demanded that they come from families 
known to reproduce their excellence. Moreover, 
we sought animals sired by bulls known to sire 
outstanding bulls as well as females. We 
thought it was important — little did we know 
how vety important this factor actually was. 
Cattle of such qualifications were never avail- 
able at bargain prices. 


After traveling many miles looking for the 
bull to head our new herd, we found Royal 
Count Jr. As a ten week old calf — he promised 
well, and he proved it by winning twenty 
championships and topping his class at the 
International in 1926, where a son was Junior 
Champion bull and where we won the coveted 
Get-of-Sire award. 


Oakwood Baron, son of Royal Count Jr. 
was our first International Grand Champion 
Bull in 1927. In turn he sired our 1929 Inter- 
national Grand Champion Oakwood Rodney, 
exported to South America in 1930. 


Oakwood Royal King, line bred in the 
blood of Royal Count Jr. was next elected to 
herd sire status. He became the 1930 Interna- 
tional Grand Champion. Oakwood Royal King 
holds the unchallenged distinction of having 
sired the first prize Get-of-Sire at the Interna- 
tional for five consecutive years. Twice his Get 
stood both first and second. 


Oakwood Royal King also sired three sons 
and a daughter to win Grand Championship 
honors at the International! Oakwood Regent, 
1934; Oakwood Emperor, 1936; Oakwood 
Merry King, 1939; and Oakwood Lavender 
10th, 1938. The three sons were each used here 
as herd bulls.
